Peculiarity 
of 
Magnetized 
Needle 
When Placed in Water. 


If a thoroughly dry and clean sew­ 
ing needfe is very carefully laid on 
the Surface of the w ater in a basin 
the needle will float in spite of the 
high denrity of steel—seven or eight 
tim es that of water. 
On close Inspection It is found that 
the surface of the w ater is depressed 
under the needle, very much as If 
there wera a thin film stretched over 
the w ater, and slightly indented by the 
w< L h t of the needle. 
This property 
of liquids, of offering a certain assist­ 
ance to a force exerted upon their sur- 
fai c, is term ed “surface extension." 
Thf m agnitude of the force of surface 
tension varies from one liquid to an­ 
other. 
It Is greatest In the case of 
mercury. 
The cause of the phenome­ 
non m ust probably be looked for In 
the attraction of the liquid molecules 
to one another. A sewing needle, thus 
floating upon water, may be used as a 
compass, if it has previously been 
magnetized. 
It will then point north 
and south, and will m aintain this po­ 
sition 
if 
the 
containing vessel is 
moved about; if the needle Is dis 
placed by force it will return to its 
position along the m agnetic m eridian 
as soon as the restraint is removed. ,

Gen. 
Simon will enter P ort au Prince prob­ 
ably w ithout striking a blow and It 
may be w ithout causing disturbances 
in the order of things if President 
Noril Alexis takes his departure from I 
the city before the arrival of the 
enemy. 
The situation will be critical 
If the president elects to rem ain. 
The president has angrily resisted 
the counsels of his m in is te rs 
and 
threatens, if the revolutionists attack 
the city, to blow up the palace. 
It Is 
believed th at there will be an upris­ 
ing against the governm ent in Port 
au Prince just as soon as Gen. Si­ 
mon reaches the crossroads w ith his 
arm y.

is Art.c $ 
XVIII, Section 3, which reads as fol­ 
lows: 
“Every elective officer holding 
office when this am endm ent is adopte j 
shall continue to hold such office tor 
the full term for which he w as elected, 
and until his successor shall be elect­ 
ed and qualified as provided by law.’ 
This am endm ent was adopted Nov. 
7, 1905. 
At th at time Judge Burrow s 
was, as now, circuit judge, and if the 
am endm ent is construed literally, 
it 
seemingly em powers him to sit as 
judge until a successor 
shall have 
been not only elected but until he has 
qualified for the office. The late Juuge 
R oberts, while elected to the post oi 
circuit judge, had not qualified, reus 
bringing the question of a successor 
within the pale of the am endm ent. 
If Judge Burrows wishes to he re- 
Uevc d of the duties of office he can re­ 
sign before January 
11, 1909, (when 
Governor H arris’s term ends) and tie 
governor can then 
fill
